EXERCISE FOR THE MIDDLE EAR 


In many cases of chronic impairment of hearing 


due" to various disease processes involving the deli- 
cate mechanism of the middle ear cavity, which is 
the size of a pea housing the famous little bones 
known as the hammer and anvil, and stirrup, just 
within the ear drum, there is an associated annoy- 
ance called tinnitus, head noises varying from hiss- 
ing or buzzing sounds to ringing or roaring. 
Tinni- 


tus is found to depend upon causes far from the 
ears or hearing, in about as many cases as it is 
prersent in ear disease, so that even if one be more 
or less deaf and have such head noises, it does not 
follow that the tinnitus is due to the ear trouble, 
for it may of course, be attributable to tobacco, acet- 
anilide salicyates. or salicylic acid, and to various 
systemic diseas conditions which I need not mention 
here. 
Exercise of the middle ear is a remedial measure 


in chronic deafness and associated tinnitus, which 
treatment is seldom tried by the patient with any- 
thing like the constancy or persistence with which 
other remedies or treatments are applied.

tion in ths United States have not 
daunted the Nationalists of 
Angora. 


A law prohibiting the 
manufacture, 


importation, sale and consumption of 
all alcoholic drinks is already in force 
in Anatolia and will soon be applied 
in Constantinople. 
Persons detected 


drinking in public or in a stata of 
intoxication will be punished by flog- 
ging or by a fine of 50 to 100 Turkish 
pounds. 
The cabinet is drafting reg- 


ulations controlling the use of alcohol 
in medicines. 


What are the arguments that in-" 


duced the legislators of Angora to 
vote for prohibition? 
I have asked 


many Turks that question. Not one 
of them ascribed the law primarily to 
the fact that alcoholic drinks are for- 
bidden by the Koran.

ment of Mustapha Kemal 
has 
not 


hesitated to disregard, many religious 
and social traditions even more dear 
than that one to the hearts of the 
Turkish people.

dozen each, way daily, apart from lake 
and river steamers, barges and similar 
craft. 


Grain is. of course, the principal 


business of the port but a good deal 
of general cargo is also handled and 
in 1921 500 oil tank cars were shipped 
to Kussia in the vessels of the Cana- 
dian government merchant marine. 


The eight-mile water front is ca- 


pable of accommodating 100 ships at 
one time and at rush seasons, such 
as the time -when 150,000,000 bushels

"While .consumers are drinking and 


bathing more freely, as well as using 
more water for lawn and garden, the 
water meters are ticking away at a 
faster clip and a greater load is forced 
upon the pumping and filtering equip- 
ment at the city waterworks plant. 


A new record was set by Appleton 


water consumers Wednesday when 
the big Diesel oil engines at the pump- 
ing station drew out 2,370,000 gallons. 
This volume, can be readily under- 
stood by comparing it with the daily 
average of the month of May. -which 
was 1.638,000 gallons. A. J. Hall, sup- 
erintendent of the plant, predicts that 
the daily average for June will be. 
close to 2,000,000 gallons, if it is'not 
beyond that. 


DRINK MORE NOW 


Increased water consumption has 


become mo;o noticeable 
ever since 


lafT year when the aeration system 
was instn'led at the filter plant. Al- 
though the. actual individual consump- 
tion of a few pints extra per day 
would not greatly affect the records 
at the pumping station, yet each gal- 
lon of water drawn from the faucets 
is accompanied-by mors or less -waste 
which the consumer

More water was used in May than

thirty years a learned Chinese scholar 
named Tsi-Lun to investigate means 
of producing writing material 
and 


after various experiments with 
silk 


cloth and other materials, he 
suc- 


ceeded in making a fair grade of pa- 
per by beating to a fibre, bamboo and 
old rags. Like other inventions, the 
Chinese kept paper a secret for near- 
ly 600 years when the 
Arabs 
who 


conquered Samarkand, which was in 
the 'western limits of Chinese culture, 
found paper making one of the im- 
portant industries for the 
district. 


Through them it quickly spread over 
Europe, northern Africa, England and 
then to America in the 1600's. 


WASP FIRST MAKER 


The common wasp who makes big, 


ball-like nests m the trees, was the 
first paper maker and after many 
centunes of experimenting with hun- 
dreds of materials, man has corne back 
to exactly the material the wasp uses, 
for nearly all the paper that is made 
—that is wood pulp. 


There are any innumerable kinds of 


pacer made today 
for various pur 


poses but all are made by practically 
the same process 


For making printing- 
paper 
the 


spruce wood has the bark removed 
and is then, reduced to a fine powder 
by simply pressing the logs against 


grindstone 
This is called "wood 


slightly frays the ends and sides so 
that the> will knit together properly 
in the paper machine 
During this 


beating process, which lasts several 
hours the necessary color and ' seiz 
ing" are introduced 
This seizing is 


the resin mixture 
which 
gives 
a. 


hard, smooth surrace to the 
paper 


which prevents ink from running and 
blurring 
After being beaten 
suffi- 


ciently the pulp is fed into another 
machine called 
a 
"Jordan" 
which 


further refines it and then it is ready 
for the paper machines. 


The first paper makers carried out 


this same process in a cruder manner 
and they beat their wood with clubs 
and stones until the 
fibres 
would 


separate and float m the water Into 
a tub of this mass they 
dipped a 


screen which closely resembled 
an 


ordinary window screen of the small 
size. 
As tney lifted this from the 


water it brought a thin film of pulp 
which was turned over a sheet of 
felt to be pressed and 
dried. 
The 


process today is exactly the same,— 
with considerable improvement. 


A SIMILAR PROCESS 


From here on the manufacture of 


print paper, writing paper and pra& 
tically all other papers, is carried on 
in much the same manner 
The pulp, 


whether it was made by the sulphite 
process, or directly trom the ground 
wood, as in print paper, is diluted 
with water until it forms only 2 per 
cent of the mass 
The sieve of the
